I have a Hammarlund HQ-180A which came with a 180 (plain) manual. Are there 
circuit differences or alignment instruction differences between the two 
that would impact alignment? I've tried to align it twice with the 180 
manual instructions. It sounds ok on CW but still something wrong on ssb. 
If there is a difference then I will simply buy a manual. 


I know this discussion has occured in the past before I had a 180A and I 
didn't pay much attention, but I recall reading that there really is more to 
the 180A alignment than just duplicating the manual instructions. In the 
alignment instructions it says to setup the sig gen to 3035 Khz but I recall 
an earlier discussion which said no, you really tune about 3035 to find the 
peak and then go from that frequency. I wonder if the list could open that 
discussion again with me and fill me in. I recall just faguely a discussion 
about stagger tuning or something like that. Can you explain this or offer 
any other tips? 


I've been using a URM-25D, a freq counter, and a scope and that seems to 
work out fine.
